Gerome, who died in the early 
part of this century, managed to 
give the impression of being cen¬ 
turies old. Critics rail him for his 
photographic realism, but that 
very point makes him utterly 
amazing. In the photogravure re¬ 
productions of his paintings it is 
absolutely impossible to find a 
fault of drawing or of detail. He 
has one imperial court scene in 
which hundreds of heads are not 
mere fill-ins but are actual por¬ 
traits, and all of the architec¬ 
tural background is with corres¬ 
ponding fidelity. 

How any one man managed to 
accomplish the physical labor in¬ 
cidental to hundreds of such 
paintings is a puzzle. How any 
man gained the necessary knowl¬ 
edge of historic minutae for such 
as Gerome’s scenes, how he 
found the time for application 
and research, and how he re¬ 
tained the same precision no mat¬ 
ter what his subject, seems un¬ 
answerable. 

Anyway, a study of his work 
is a valuable lesson for the dil- 
letante of today whose interests 
are bounded by mental provin¬ 
cialism and whose output is ar¬ 
bitrarily limited by lack or con- 
! finement of vigor.
